The Provincial Department of 
Agriculture, through the’ Ver- 
million School of Agriculture is 
now in a position to distribute 
large quantities of cultures for 
legumes, at a cost of 35c per 
hottle postpaid, the cultures  be- 
ing for the following legumes: 
Mammoth Ried Clover, Crimson 
Clover, White Clover, Yellow 
Sweet Clover, Common Garden 
Pea, Vetches, Sweat Peas, Gar- 
den Beans, Alsike or Swedish 
Clov:r, Egyptian Clover, White 
Sweet Clover, Alfalfa, Field Peas, 
Broad Beans, Perenial Peas, Scar- 
let Runner Beans, It requires 
one bottle of culture to innoculat2 
60 Ibs of the clovers and alfalfas, 
while one bottle of culture will 
inoculate 120 Ibs, of peas, vetchs 
and beans. This difference is

Mrs. Parlby Proposes Dower 
Act Changes. 


The bill amending the Dower 
Act, introduced by Hon, Irene 
Parlby, minister without port- 
folio in’ thi: Provincial Legis- 
lature, changes the wife's con- 
tingent interest in a homestead 
to an active interest during life. 
At the present time a ‘husband 
can dispos: of the ‘homestead as 
he likes, subject to ‘her interest 
after his death, whereas the 
wife's only becomes effective 
aftir her husband's death, 

Premier Brownlee said that 
when the act was originally pass- 
ed it was intended to protect the 
interests of the wife during hbr 
husband's lifetime. But various

interpreted by the courts to mean 
that a witls’s interests did not be- 
come effective until after his 
death. The new amendment, 
the said will_-make it -impossible 
for a wife's interest in a home 
to bh taken without her consent, 
so as to satisfy debts after her 
husband’s death.
